The C abinet R esigns. 
In consequence of the victory of Gen. 
Boulanger tho members of the ministry 
tendered their resignations Monday morn­ 
ing. 
President Carnot declined to accept 
them. 
The Cabinet held a meeting Monday and 
discussed measures to be adopted in the 
event of trouble. 
It is stated that a m a­ 
jority of the ministers are in favor of dis 
solving the Chambers aud holding a gen­ 
eral election in April. 
They first desire, 
however, to modify the electoral laws. 
Borne members of tho Chamber of Deputies 
advocate strong anti-Boulangist measures. 
They urgo that Gen. Campenon lie asked 
to form a Cabinet. 
President Carnot held a conference Mon­ 
day morning with many prominent poli­ 
ticians. 
It is the President’s intention to 
calmly await events and to accept all the 
responsibilities which tho situation 
in­ 
volves. 
He will not abandon the Presi 
dency until the expiration of his term of 
office. 
Primo Minister Picquet has decided 
to force tho acceptance of his resignation or 
to take any other action that the Chamber 
of Deputies may consider advisable for the 
interests of tho republic. 
M. Jouvencil afterward abandoned his 
Intenion of questioning the government 
this afternoon in regard to the measures to 
bo adopted in checking the spread of Pou­ 
lan gerism. 
In government circles it is considered 
that the election of Gen. Boulanger men­ 
aces the republic, 90,000 Conservatives and 
150,000 Republicans having voted for him.

W ashington, Jan. 29.—The 
consular 
and diplomatic bill was taken up by tho 
Senate Monday and tho following amend­ 
ments repoi ted'by tho appropriation com­ 
mittee were agreed 
to: 
Appropriating 
f lo,OOO for tho families of Japanese sub­ 
jects killed or injured by shells from the 
United States steamer Omaha; inserting im 
item of $9,000 for a consul-general at 
Apia, Samoa; transferring the consulate at 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, from class5 ($2,000) 
to class 4 ($2,500). and providing for a con­ 
sulate of the same class for Paso Del Norte. 
Mr. Gibson moved to insert the word 
“ambassadors'’ instead of the words “en­ 
voys extraordinary and ministers plenipo­ 
tentiary,’’ as applied to France, Germany, 
Great Britain and Russia. 
Mr. Plumb favored striking out the en­ 
tire paragraph. 
He said the country had 
been injured in its self respect during the 
last eight years by tho subordination of its 
representatives abroad. 
They had not sup­ 
ported the dignity anti simplicity of A m er­ 
ican citizens, 
lf tho right mon—such as 
Judge Miller or Mr. Thurm an—were sent 
abroad it was no m atter what they might 
bo called. 
They would burst tho cerements 
of diplomacy as known and recognized by 
courts. 
Tho men who were generally stmt 
abroad were simply tho bubble on the 
wave—the more idlers and loungers and 
wall flowers at receptions. 
Mr. Reagan spoke in favor of abolishing 
tho entire diplomatic service, as something 
which, iu these days of steam and electri­ 
city and newspapers, had outgrown its 
usefulness. 
Mr. Sherman favored the amendment as 
tending to advance the rank of our repre­ 
sentatives. 
Mr. 
Plumb argued in 
favor of tho 
abolition of the whole diplomatic system 
of tho United States, and Referred to the 
fact that the government of Groat Britain 
had been for months past disfranch isod at 
W ashington under the exigencies of the 
Democratic party, and the nation continued 
to move in its accustomed way. 
Lord 
Sackville, ho said, had been set aside be­ 
cause he was too free with his pen and 
wrote a letter which he (Mr. 
Plumb) 
thought a model of conciseness and brevity. 
He could not have done it better himself. 
And Mr. 
Phelps, ho said, 
was coming 
home on account of it. 
Mr. 
Blair said thai, when tho Senate 
picked out the four gif At powers— Great 
Britain, 
France, Germany, and Russia— 
and said to them, “ We send you ambassa­ 
dors, but send to other nations ministers of 
a lower grade,’’ tho Senato did “ an mire 
publican, a discreditable, and a disgracing 
thing.” 
If he had his own will he would 
strike out of the bill the words “ envoys ex­ 
traordinary and ministers plenipotentiar­ 
ies” 
and simply tho word “minister.” 
And he gave notice that ho would offer at 
amendment to that effect. 
W ithout coming to a vote on Mr. Gib 
son’s amendment the Senate adjourned.

On motion oI Mr. Long (Mass.) the Sen 
ate bill increasing tho ]>ensions of soldiers 
and sailors who have lost both hands t< 
$1(K> a month, was passed. 
On motion of Mr. Uandey (111.) a bill was 
past granting the Mount Carmel Develop 
ment company the privilege of drawing 
water from the Wabash river. 
On motion of Mr. Ermentrout (Pa.) tho 
Senate concurrent resolution providing for 
the joint meeting of tho two Houses of 
Congress Wednesday, Feb. I'd, for the pur 
pose of counting the electoral vote, was 
agreed to. 
The committee on the District of Colum 
bin, through its chairman, Mr. Hemphill

able to solve. A strong undercurrent of 
sympathy exists here for Moore, w ho has 
many excellent traits of character and has 
made many friends during his busy career. 
This sympathy finds its encouragement in 
the apparent mystery surrounding 
the 
great clef aleut iou and the refusal of the 
public to place all the blame u|K>n Moore 
until it is unequivocally shown that he de­ 
serves it. 
This sent,ment finds expression 
in a lengthy editorial in an evening paper, 
in which t! e assertion is made that the 
president of the company was notified two 
years ago that there was something wrong 
with Moore’s accounts, and that all he did 
in response was to send the letter back to 
Moore. 
It transpires that Moore looked to the fu­ 
ture welfare of his family by insur.ng his 
life heavily. 
His policies include one of 
$25,(XX) in tho New England Mutual, $20,- 
000 in the Mutual Life of New York, 
$15,000 in the Northwestern of Milwaukee, 
and $10,000 in tho Provident Savings. The 
policies are payable to Moore's family and 
can not be seized by his creditors.

O ne G ood W ay to R escu e fro m B ro k e n 
Ice. 
Skating is one of tho host of sports, and 
it is also one of the most hazardous. 
It is 
always best when the ponds aud rivers are 
first frozen, but that is likewise the time 
when tho ice is of unequal thickness and 
^strength, because of currents and springs 
below. 
The weak places in the ice are 
called air-holes; they constitute the chief 
dangers to skaters and travelers until they 
are marked by boughs set in the ice. 
Should an unsuspecting traveler fall into 
one of these open air cavities he will most 
assuredly be carried under the ice if the 
current is strong, his only chance, in the 
absence of assistance, being to swim against 
tho current. 
One afternoon, says the author of “Field 
and Forest Ramblqs,” I saw a skater plump 
into one of these dangerous places, when 
suddenly another, observing the accident, 
pulled off. his coat, and as he skated past 
the man in the water, tossed it toward him, 
who caught the sleeve and was dragged 
out by the impetus with which the other 
was going. 
Tne feat was done so cleverly that I 
asked the performer if he had been accus­ 
tomed to save persons in that way, and he 
| told me that he had pulled many men out 
j of the air-holes, and that provided one is a 
good skater anil can get near enough to the 
individual, there is no more ready and effi­ 
cacious method. 
On another occasion I observed a skater 
fail, when immediately another pulled off 
his coat and dashed toward the drowning 
man, who caught it, and was lying on the 
ice in a shorter time than I take to write' 
down the fact.

INNOVATIONS IN CITY GOVERNMENT DIS­ 
CUSSED BY THE RECORDER EDITOR. 
Years ago when the editor of the Re­ 
corder was a email boy down in the state 
of Maine it was the custom of the people 
to convey their corn and wheat to the 
mill on horseback. 
In order to balance 
the bag on the back of the horse the bag 
was filled about half full of corn or wheat, 
a string tied around the center of the 
beg, and then a hard-head stone of equal 
weight to the “grist” placed in the other 
end and the bag was tied and placed on 
the back of the horse, grain on one Bide, 
stone on the other. A few jears before, 
the editor of the Recorder began to cul­ 
tivate his moustache, immigrants from 
other states commenced to settle in 
Maine, OEe family ccmiDg, we believe, 
from Kentucky or Pennsylvania. This 
firmly carried new ideas into that state 
which were adopted by a majority of the 
people, and they all prospered; Borne 
did not believe in the radical innova­ 
tions of the new-comers, and left thei 
homes and tho state rather than throw 
away the ideas of their fathers. 
The editor of the Recorder emigre1;. d 
and found a home in Janesville. 
U rider the tuition of this family from 
Kentucky-Pennsylvania, the stone in the 
bag of grain was thrown away, and 
larger grists were conveyed to mill with 
the same means of transportation as be­ 
fore. The editor of the Recorder no 
longer admires the land of Ilia early boy­ 
hood, because sum a .?reat change has 
been wrought. 
Poor people of hiB 
youth are now living in luxury, having, 
by means of the many innovations intro­ 
duced, accumulated fortunes, while he is 
residing in Janesville, editing a morning 
democratic paper, and echoing the old 
chestnut ever and anon:— 
“The several wards of this oity shall be 
represented in the common council by , 
two aldermen who shall be residents | 
thereof,” etc. 
The new ideas which were grafted into 
the political system of the people of 
Maine have expanded until some cf the 
branches have reached Janesville as well 
as other western oities, and the Recorder 
mania greatly worried. It (is simply 
proposed to throw the stone out of the 
imaginary ba^ I eld up by the Recorder 
editor, 
and change 
the 
echo 
so 
as to sound something like this:—“The 
several wards of this city shall be repre­ 
sented in the common oounoil by two 
aldermen, who shall be residents thereo f, 
who 
shall 
be elected 
on 
a gen­ 
eral city ticket.” 
A man, whose capacity to representing 
constituency is bounded either by the 
river 
or 
East 
or West 
Milwau­ 
kee 
sheets, 
would 
hardly 
be 
in 
favor 
with 
the 
people, 
and 
therefore would not likely be found oc­ 
cupying a seat in the common council. 
Nearly all the edits in the country are 
now agitating the plan of city represen­ 
tation.

HOUSEHOLD HELPS* 


If the cover Is removed from soap-dished 
the soap will not got soft. 
When flatirons become rusty, black them 
with stove-polish, and rub well with a dry 
brush. 
Use charcoal to broil with. 
The flames 
close the pores quickly knd make the meat 
very tender. 
Silver can be kept bright for months by 
being placed in an air-tight cise with a 
good-sized piece of camphor. 
Use squares of dull colored felt, pinked 
at the edges, under statuary or any heavy 
ornaments that are liable to mar a polished 
surface. 
Do not keep ironed clothes on bars in the 
kitchen any longer than Is necessary for 
thoroughly drying. 
They gather un­ 
pleasant odors. 
Equal parts of white shellac and alcohol 
is a permanent (fixative for crayon and 
charcoal sketches. 
Spray it on evenly with 
an artist's atonnizer. 
A tablespoonful of brandy put fhto each 
bottle of tomato catsup just before sealing 
will not only preserve it, but will add to 
the flavor when wanted for use. 
Mahogany and cherry furniture often 
gets dull for want of a good cleaning with 
a moist cloth. 
Polish with the hftnd, rub­ 
bing well, and the result will be surprising. 
Windows can be cleaned in winter and 
the frost entirely removed by using a gill 
of alcohol to a pint of hot water. 
Clean 
quickly and nib dry by the use of warm 
chamois skin. 
Telegraph wire of galvanized iron is much 
better to hang clothes on in the winter than 
rope, as the clothes will not freezd to it. 
Have it hung by a lineman and it will 
never “ give,” no matter what the weather 
may be. 
An old and reliable English cook book 
gives the following recipe as an oil cloth 
restorer: Melt one-half of an ounce of bees­ 
wax in a saucer of turpentine. 
Rub the 
surface all over with it and rub in with a 
dry cloth. 
For chapped hands, make camapor-ice of 
one and one-half ounces of spermacetti tal­ 
low, four teaspoonsful of oil of sweet al­ 
monds and three-fourths of an ounce of 
gum-champhor pulverized fine. 
Put on 
back of stove until dissolved, stirring con­ 
stantly, usir^ just enough heat to melt the 
ingredients > blether. 
Laundry polish for shirts, collars and 
cuffs, etc., is made in the following man­ 
ner: 
Dissolve on a slow fire one ounce of 
white wax and two ounces of spermaceti 
with one large tablespoonful of salt. 
Turn 
into a wet cup to cool. 
Make boiled starch 
as usual, cooking 
slowly 
for twenty 
minutes, and for every tablespoonfulJof j 
dry starch used put in a lump of the pre I 
paration the size of a cherry. 
Use no cold 
starch and do not sprinkle. 
When the 
starched pieces are dried, lay them in a 
wet towel for two hours, and 6with a rough 
polishing iron bring out the gloss.
